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I. 
The Deſcription of Ciuita de Vecchia. | 
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Tuita de Vecchia is an ancient Citie of the Popes, lying Ditant from 
in low ground, a dapes iourneꝝ from Rome by land, this e 
City lieth cloſe vpon the Sea, very ſtrongly foztified,and plan \<28%*5 799+ 
ted with Dzdinance, tothe Caſt ve a ſtrong Cattle, os Fozt: 
And alſo thelike vpon the Welt ſide, in this place the Popes 
Calltes lie, and ſhipping. Foz there is a harbour, and fapze 
mould foz thcir ſafetie, Foz the Pope hath no other place foz 
Ships oz Gallies but Rowe, and there none will come vp but 
ſmall Barkes, and Boates, and ſuch like, by reaſon of the ſhal- 
lownelle of the Niner. In this "_ de Vecchia arg _ 
ther 
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ther Nomanes, wholly pꝛoteſlingthe Romiſh Rel igton, ſaping 
directly that the Pope is God on earth, and that he can foꝛgiue 
anx ſinne whatſoeuer being committed, which makes the moſt 
part of them, oꝛ all, runne deſperately inte moſt deadly linnes. 
Fo2 very Murther they hold it no great ſinne, being comuut⸗ 
ted, recctiing ol the Popes par bon, oz elſe getting into ſome 
Monaftcrie where they may be conkelled, and abſolucd, where⸗ 
by no Law can take hold of them at their comming fozth, be⸗ 
ing apt and readie within a werke, oz foꝛtnight after to commit 
the line Purther, then reteiuing the like pardon, oꝛ abſolution, 
as beſoze they had done: and thus many blodie minded men 
continue their life-time, foz it is an eaſie matter foꝛ a man to 
haue his aduerſarte kild, oꝛ popſoned foꝛ monep, although his 
erecutioner ncuer (& him till ſuch time as he committeth this 
bloudie derd, being hired by another. 

Allo in this Countrep their women are verp lewde and 
wicked, foꝛ even in that ancient Citie of Rome, there are many 
thouſands of lewd liuing women that pay monethly vnto the 
Pope foz2 the ſinnekull vſe of their wicked bodies: ſome 
pap fire Crownes a moneth, and ſo from firs Crownes to 
one, foz they are rated accozding to their dutward ſhew, 
and foz the noa-payment of this monethly pap, they ſhall 
haue their gods ſtrained and carried out of their houſcs, oz 


chambers, by the Popes officers, and kept from them till ſuch 


time as (atiſfaction is made to the Pope. Do it is lawfull foz 
any man to vſe any of thele women as his owne.wife, neither 
ſhall he be moleſted oꝛ troubled, oꝛ otherwiſe indang ered, ſo ho 
eſcape ſecret occaſions of danger, foz this woman will be as 
dutifull vnto him as his ſeruant, alwates attending his pleas 
ſure fo2 his diet oꝛ any thing elſe belonging vnto him: he gi⸗ 
ting her content with his purſe; but ſhe not reteining content 
may as lawfully arreſt hun, and caſt him ints pꝛiſon till ſuch 
time as the doth recciue ſatiſfattion, being recouered by Law: 
foꝛ they hold their linings bythe Pope. : 
Now as Jhane ſpoken of two deadly ſinnes wherein they 
erced,ſo will I ſpeake of one thing wherein ſome of them are 
to be commen2ed , that is this, Ik there be any Chꝛiſtian, ot

what Nation ſoeuer, poꝛe and in diltr: ſe, making his caſe 
knowac, and acting foz Chꝛiſts ſake, he ſhall be relicued, with 
all thoſe neccſlarxies whereof he is deititute, as appat reli, meat, 
and zinke, ano ſome monep, though it ve but little: if he be 
ſicke, then ſhall he be put into an Hoſpitall, where he ſhalt be 
choiſely att ended vpon, hautng god lodging, daintie diet, and 
comfoztable Phiſicke foz the ri ſtoꝛing ot his heath, whether 
be be Papift oz Pzofcſtant: but if he be a apiſt, he ſhatil be 
the better vſed, and if he be a Pꝛoteſtant they will vie all 
meancs they can to conuert him, but lozce him to nothing at 
all. In theſe Countries it is dangerous foꝛ an Engliſhman 
being a Pꝛoteſtant to ſpeake any thing againſt the Pope, o: 
his Religion, eſpecially vnto another Engliſhman that is a 
Papiſt, pet this Engliſh Papiſt will ſeeke all the meanes poſ- 
fible to intrappe the Pzoteſtant , and will ſpcaks ill wozds of 
himſelle, to dꝛaw him to the like, but when he hath made him 
vtter the ſecrets of his heart, then will he make it knowne, 
and moze then the Pꝛoteſtant ſpake, to ſome chiefe man of a 
Church, by whom he ſhall be foꝛced to alter his Religion, 02 
fo be burned, oz put in ſome ſecret pꝛiſon where he ſhall be 
ffarucd to death, and this is the manner and faſhfon in all 
Countries of Chꝛiſtendome within the Popes Juriſdiction, 
not onely of the treacherie of the Engliſh Papiſts, but alſo of 
the other deadly ſinncs which J touched befoze, as their mur⸗ 
ther and aduitry : and in like manner of their generall com⸗ 
paſſion, to a diſtreſſed Chaiſttan. What J haue here wzit- 
ten, J ſpeake not of heare-ſay,noz by imaignation, but directly 
haue ſeene, and of mine owne knowledge you map ſpeake it, 
being to long a time amongf them, againſt my will, 
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IT. 
The Deſcription and diſeouery of Argeir. 


Rgeir, is a maruellous ſtrong Citte, and governed by the D gan gon 

Turk, ling vpon the ſtde of an vpꝛight hill. cloſe vpon the England 
Sea, this Citie is very ſtrongly foztificd with Caſtels, Foꝛts, leazucs 480. 
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and platfozmes, with great ſtoꝛe of Oꝛdinance planted abont 
it, alſo there are many Gallies belonging to this place, which 
| doe much offend the Chꝛiſtians, in taking of their (hips, T ar- 
4d i tanes and Sattics, andsther ſmall veſſcls,making all the Chzt- 
12 | ſtians that they take flanes, 4 ſciling of them in their markets 
4 | like hoꝛſes: foꝛ accoꝛbing to age and ſtrength they are pꝛiſed. 
This Citie is gouerned by a King, being vaſſall to the great 
Turke. Alſo there are great ſtoze of Janizar ies in it, to the 
number of 20.02 3z0o oo. at one time: theſe Janizartes arc chiefe 
S29uldters, and gouerned by a Dane, which is a generall vn⸗ 
der the great Turke. Theſe Turks are gwo2lp people of pars 
ſon, and of a very fatrc complexion, but very villains in minde, 
WS fo: they are altogether @odomittcs, and doe all things contra⸗ 
1 ric to a Chꝛiſtian. Foz thep doe neuer lpe in a bed, noꝛ feed 
vpon a Table; pet their ſeeding and diet is very plentifull, 
their bedding and apparrell is verp neat and coſtly, the manner 
ol their lodging is thus: There is a very faire table in a rome, 
about the pards in bꝛeadth, and as manp in length ſtanding 
in height one yard from the ground, and thereon they vſe to 
ſpꝛead a double qnuilt very coſtiy with many curious Cuſhions, 
in ſtead of Pillowes, whercon he lieth downe in his ſhirt, and 
linnen bzitches onely, without any other couering, by reaſon of 
the heat of the countrey. Alſo in the ſame rome he hath ano- 
ther Table laid after the ſamc faſhſon very richly, whereon his 
wines doe lie, but ſhe that likes him beſt, he will take to ac- 
company him foꝛ the night. 4 Turke map haue as many wines 
as he pleaſcth, ſo he ve able to bup them, and by the number 
of his — commonly his ſubſtance is knowne foꝛ the 
richer he ts, the moꝛe wiues he hath, the poꝛer the felwer: yet 
neuer married to none of them, but onely the firft,but maintat- 
ning of them all. It is very dangerous foz a Chꝛiſtian to be 
found in the company of any Turkes woman, foz being found 
together, he ſhall be fozced to turne Turke, oz elle be put fo 
death, and the ſaid woman alſo ſhall be put into a ſacke, which 
being made faſt, ſhe ſhall be flung ints the Sea, whether they 
commit the ſinne oꝛ not. Zheſs Turkes are very zealons in 


their religion, acknowledging God; and Mahomet a 9 
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fe; their ſinnes. A Turke will keepe his wozd if he ſwear 
by his head, putting his hand vpon his fozehead, In this coun⸗ 
trep there is great ſtoꝛe of gold and rich Parchants; the man- 
ner of their Churches and comming to Pꝛaper is thus. The 
Church is very faire within, with many hundzeds of Lampcs 
burning therein, all matted vnder fote, without any kinde of 
pictare, oz ſeats, alſo moſt of them doe pꝛap vpon Beads, In 
the moꝛning on the top of the Church they hang out a white 
flag, and in the after none a blew one foz a ſigne of their com⸗ 
ming to Church, then goeth eight oꝛ tenne of them on the very 
top of the Church, and crie with a loud baice. Volla, volla 
hamdrulla and ſhalla, that is to ſay God, G92, helpe vs at thy 
pleaſure, and this is their ozdinary warning tocoms to Church, 
as we ble Bels in Chꝛiſtendome, loꝛ thep abhozre the ringing 
of Bels, being contrary to their Pꝛophets command. 

A Turke choſeth his firſt wife after this maner. Me neuer 
ſceth his wife till ſhe tome to the Church to be maried, foz the 
match is made by their friends, neither is a Turkiſh womans 
face to be ſæne, betcauſe their faces are contimualipcouered going 
thꝛough the ſtreets, both poung and old: neither Wall a mans 
childe after he is tenne peercs old euer ſæ his mother. A 
Curke is Circum:tſed after this manner. The better Gen⸗ 
tleman he is, the longer he ſtapes afo:e he be Circumciſed, 
but the time being come, then is he put vpon a berp faire white 
hoꝛſe, being very coſtly attired, and befoze him goeth two, oz 
th:& hundꝛeth by two and two in purple coatcs, bearing wars 
candles in their hands, and after them followeth a great mas 
ny playing on diffuſed Jnſtruments making of a great nsiſe, 
then followeth a Bull couered with very faire Arras, and his 
hoꝛnes gilded, and nert rideth he that ſhall be Circumciſed, 
with ali his fricnds following, and thus he rideth to the place 
of Circumciũ on, where they cut off the foꝛeſanne of his yard, 
naming of him Morat, Shebane, oz Holan, o2 ſome ſuch like 
name: then will thep take the Bull, and turne his head to 
fo-the Caſt-ward, then cut his th:oat, ſaying, this day war 
haue done a god do&d, then thep cut the Bull in peeces, and di⸗ 


ſtribute it among his friends, and kindzed, and lo they xc⸗ 
53 | turns 
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turne home where they doe feaſt with great io r. 
The manner of a Chꝛiſttan turning Turke is thus. He is 


put vpon a hozle with his face towards the tayle, and a Bow 
and an Arrow in his hand, then the pictare of Chꝛiſt 1s-car- 


ried befoꝛe him with his ſeete vpwards, at the which he. dzaw*s 
his Bow with the Arrow therein, and thus he rideth to the 
place of Circumciſion, curſing his father that begate hun, and 
and his mother that boꝛechim, his Country, and all his kindzeb: 
then comming to the place of Circumciſton, he is Circumciſed, 
receiuing a name, & denying his Chꝛiſtian name, ſo that euer 
after he is called a Runagado, that is, aChꝛiſtian dem ing Chꝛiſt 
and turned Turke: of which ſoꝛt there are moꝛe in Turkie 
and Barbary then of naturall Turkcs. The manner of their 
fudgement foꝛ offending ol the Law touch!;ug death, eyther foz 
theft oz murther, is this: within foure houres after he is taken, 
he is condemned bycertaine chiefe Souidiers, and pzeſently 
put to death after this manner, viz. ganſhed, ſtaked oz beat to 
death. Their ganſhing is after this manner: He ſitteth 
vpon a wall, being fiue fadomts high, within two fadomes of 
the top of the wall, right vonder the place where he ſits, is a 
ſtrong Jron hoke faſtned, being verp ſharpe, then is he thꝛuſt 
off the wall vpon this hoke with ſome part of his bodie, and 
there he hangeth ſometimes two oz thꝛer datcs befoꝛe he dieth. 
Staking to death is thus: A round perce of wod ther pards 
long, and as big as a mans leg, being ſharpe at one end, is ta⸗ 
ken and dꝛiuen in at the kundament of the offender. and out at 


his (ſhoulder, and ſo they let him lie till he be dead, which ſome⸗ 


times will not be in a day oꝛ two. The manner ok beating to 
death is thus: They take the offender,and lay him down vpon 
his backe, being naked, and with two double ropes, two ſeuerall 
men, one on the one fide, and the other on the other ſide ok 
him, beate on his belly till he is dead. But thele deaths are 
very leldome vſed, becauſe they are ſo fear efull to the offen- 
ders, yet I haue ſeene them all executed.

The Deſcription and diſcoucry of Twnys. 


Vnys is a great Citie in Barbary, inhabited by Montes, Pint froku 
and ſome Turkcsand Jewes. This City is ſpacious,and * a 

licth in low ground, eight miles irom the Sea: there be- * 
longs to this Citie a verie fayꝛe Caſtie, named the Gailerta z 
This Caſtle is very ſtrong of Oꝛdaance, and gouerned by 
Turkes: betwirt the Citie and this Caſtle lyeth the ancient 
Citie of Car thage, ſunke, by the repoꝛt of ail the Jnhavitarniis 
thereabouts: but this vid 3 ſce my ſelfe going vp to Tunys in 
a Boate, the foundation of many houſes foꝛ the ſpace af ure 

2 flue miics, the water being very cleare, and in depth a fas 
dome and a halte, 

The Paꝛes of this Countrey are altogether in Keligton 
like to the Turkes, and alſo in habite : they are verie light of 
fofe, and gallant hoꝛſemen: they cannot inzure Hogs ficlh, 
no2 the dzinking of Wine, foz they dzinke water altogether. 
except it be ſometimes Aqua-vitzx.Zhe manner of their lining 
in the Tountrey is thus: They will goe five oz (ire hun⸗ 
dꝛed together, Yen, Women, and Childꝛen, with their Cams 
mels, Alles, and Dhape, together with all their Poultrie, vn⸗ 
der thefide of a Pauntaine, where euery mai pitcheth his 
Cent, liuing euer y in to himſelte, h auing his Wiafe and Chil- 
dꝛen about him, with his Seruants and Cattell, thus many 
Tents are pitched together, to the bigneffe of alittic Zawne, 
continuing there till ſuch: tune as their Tatteil haue eaten 
bp the grafſe, and then being able to ay there no longer, 5 
they remwue to another place, where they liue as befoze OS 
they had done: and thus they doe ſpend their liues. By 2 
reaſon the ,Countrey is continuallp hotte, their feeding is 12 
plentitull, but their apparreli poꝛe and bare, neythcr haue 1 8 
they any, but what they bup with the increaſe of their 5

P@zesare very ingenious people, cunning and treacherous, 
Nowleane k 2 Tunys in the ſame Ship that J came out 
| : of England in, named the Francis of Salraſh,belng bound to Syo 
\ within the Arches of Archipelago , and fraighted with Tur⸗ 
kiſh gods by Turkcs,and ſome Turks abwzd with vs, foz wee 
traded as well with the Turke as the Chꝛiſtian: but we har 
not ſailed aboue four e leagues ont of gur Pozt in the night 
ſeaſon, but that V e were molt fiercely ſet vpou by ſire of the 
Dake of Florcace his Gallies, who being in continnall warre 
with the Turke, twke vs as a Turkiſh ptze) which ſpit firs 
Uke diuels, to our great diſcomfozt, but at length couraging of 
our (zlacs in Gods mercies, we continued fight with them, 
fo the lolle of many à mans life of cach ſtde, but all in vaine ſoz 
vs, fo2 they were foꝛtie foz one of vs, and our Sip tozne downe 
to the water with their Oꝛdinance, our mayne Matt, and miſs 
ſen Maſt, ſhot by tye boꝛd the one end of the Maſt with all the 
ſaples !ping in the Sea, the other end abwzd : thus were ws 
taken, and ffript cuery man ſtarke naked, and then were ws 
diſtribut td, ſome into one Gallie, and ſome into another, where 
we had as many Jrons knocked vpon vs, and moze, than then 
we were able to beare. Our Ship pꝛeſentl ſent fo Ligorne, 
being mended as well as thep could, but we in the Gallies, 
continued a moneth befoze we came thither, to the lofſe of 
many of our lines : but at length comming thither . as ma» 
ny of vs as were left aliue were thus intertaſned. Me were 
all ſhauen both head and beard, and euery man had giuen him 
a red coate, and a red cap, telling of ds that the Duke had 
- made vs all Slancs, to our great woe and griefe : where J 
continued eight pares and ten moneths in this llauerie , as 
in the next diſcouerie ſhall be truly ſpoken ol.

Ws Igorne is a Citie of the Duke ot Florence, and lyeth in low 


ke agus 630 und, hauing many towers without it, tanding 4 tho 
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Dea, alſo te this Zowne doth belong ; a wilde road, and two 
very faire moulds foz the ſafetie of the Dukes Gallies. In the 
entrance of theſe moulds is a very ſtrong Caſtle with great 
ſtoꝛe of D;zdnance planted : allo the Towne is very ſtrongly 
foztified , fa2 it is the chicke garriſon of tha great Dukes, 
where is continually great ſtoꝛe of Souldiers in pay, Which 
Douldicrs are alwates imploycd in his ſhipping oz Gallies, 

wherewith he doth moze offend the Zurke then all Chꝛitten⸗ 
dome, foz thep doe take Gallies and Carmizals and 132igan- 
teens, and Townes of the Zurkes and Poꝛes:pofleſling of 
Men, Women, and Thildzen, and lelling them in Parkets, 
like to Hoꝛſes, Cowes, oꝛ Dhepe, reſeruing the trongelt fo; 
his owne flaucry ; Jn this place J liued eight yeres, and ten 
moneths: th:e pres of this time J lined in this manner, from 
Dunne riſing to Sunne ſet, chained in a Cart like a hozſe, re⸗ 
teiuing moꝛe blowes then any Carthozſe in England, our 
diet being Bꝛead and Mater, and not ſo much Bꝛead in 
thꝛee dates as we might haue eaten at once, thus we were vſed 
to goe foztie oz fiitis Carts together, being all ſlaues : our las 
ding would be Sand, oz Lyme, 83 Bꝛicke, oz ſome ſuch like, 
and to dzaw it whither the Dicers appointed vs, foz their 
buildings. Theſe Jtalians are very deceitfull people, foz 
when they laugh in a mans face , they will ſ&ke to kill him, 
pet thev are very cowards being naturall Italians: their wo⸗ 

men are altogether wicked and lewde. Th:e yeres being 
ſpent in this mannet: all we Engliſh⸗ men were called as mas 
ny as were left altue, making cHoiſe of the ableſt of vs to gos 

into the Gallies,of which J was one choſen,then did mp miſe⸗ 
rie increaſe many-ſold, foz then J was made a Gally-flaus to 
row at an Dare, where our foꝛmer diet leſſened, but blowes 
increaſcd,to the loſſe ef many of our lincs, Me were ſhauen 

Bead and Beard euery eight oz tenth day, being alwaics nas 
ked, but onely a pay;e of linnen bꝛæches and chaines conti- 

nually. In this time J was at the taking of many a Towne 
and Gally of the Turkes, though ſoze againff my will, ſ@- 
ing of many Cities, Jlands, and mayne Lands in the time of 
mp flauerie, where J * irs yeres a Gally- laue,

finding in all this time much comfozt and reliefe from En⸗ 
glich Parchants that were Pꝛoteſtants, and alſo from ma- 
ny Engliſh Paſters and owners of Ships, But from En⸗ 
glich men being Papiſts none at all. The miſcrie of the Gal- 
lies doth ſurpaſſce any mans iudgement oz imagination, nep⸗ 
ther would any man thinke that ſuch tozture, oz tozment 
were dſed in the woz!d, but onelp thep that fele it, the extrea- 
mitie of miſericcauſeth manp a ſlaue to kill themſclues, oʒ elſe 
ſccke to kill their Officers; but we were not (uffercd to haue 
ſo much as a knife about vs, yea if we had gotten one by any 
extraozdinarie meancs, and offered any violence to any Offt- 
cer, wt ſhould pꝛeſentip haue left our noſe and eares, and recei⸗ 
uad a hundꝛed blowes en our bare backe, and a hundꝛed on our 
Belly with a double rope, oꝛ a Buls pille, continuing a laus 
ſtill: But J intreated the Almightie God to grant me grace 
that I might indure it patiently, that feeling that extreamitis 
in bodie in this woꝛld, how farre would the tozments of hell 
haue ſurpaſled and cxcæded it, if J had in this nip carthlp tozs 
ture beene atcceſſarp to mine owne death, as manp were. But 
at length God of his great godneſſe and mercy, deliuer ed me 
(accozving to my hope) in this manner. The great Duke fit⸗ 
ted a ſhip,a Tartane anda Frigot, being very well appointed and 


victualled, diſpeſing of them into the Meſt Indies, and chieke⸗ 


ty faz the River of the Amazons, appointing Captaine Robert 
Thornton, an Eagliiſhman. to be chiefe Commaunder of the 
Ship, the Tartane and the Frigor: ſo ltkewiſe was euery other 
Dfficer appointed by the Duke himſclfe ;-infomach as ſpea- 
king of the placing of a Phiſition, a Surgion, and a Surgions 
mate, Captatae Thornton ſtanding by, ſat>,pcur Highneſſe 
may dae well ta deifucr a phie Engliſhman that hath cons 
tinned a great while in your Galltes:h&is well experimented 
{1 Potficko, and Surgery, by reaſon of his long pꝛactiſe both 
by Sea ans Law: he ts hardned tothe Sea, and able to dil⸗ 
charge the pirce better chen the the befoꝛe mentioned: ſoꝛz in 
the Gallies he doth pour Highnes but the labeur of one ſlaue: 
whercnpon the Duke demo unded my name. Captame 1 born- 
ton anſwered, and (aid, William Dauies: wherets the Duke 
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Pilliam Dates Darber-SUrgIC 
replied, J haue often bene ſpoken ts foz that fellow, whoſe 
liberty now J giue vpon thy god repozt, Thornton, but pet 
A doubt his vſage hath bene ſo hard in my Tountrep, that 
as ſwne as h is out of chapnes, he will giue me the flip and 
nat goe the voyage into the Indies with ther. But if he can 
giue fiue hundꝛed Crownes ſecucitie to goe the voyage, he 
ſhall be releaſed pꝛeſently out of chapncs ; neyther ſhall ha 
want any thing that is nediall oz the vopage, oz the gas of 
all the Companp » oꝛ foz his 9wne bodie, a:id this let him vns 


derſtand as ſone as may be: which newes caine within two 


day es vnto me, tomy great reiopcing 4 com: ozt,but es one as 
Jheard it, J ſodainly ſate down, being at mp olo pꝛoftſſion, cars 
rying of durf, and ſtone, and ſuch like in a baſket, and would 
wozke no longer, nepther ſuffer the aue to wazke that was 
chapned vnto mee, but as ſane as J was eſpied, one of the 
Maſters of the wozke came tome, and ſaid thou Lutheran 
Dogge: Why wozkeft thou not and with that ſtrake me 
with a Cudgell, whereto the ſlaue that was chapned with 
me, replied. Tho Dukehath giuen him his libertie: then ſaid 
he that had ſtroken me, aſter, I beſeæch you fozgtue mee, 
and ercuſe my raſhneſſe, doubting that J ſhould haue re⸗ 
membzed his fozmer courteſies being at libertie. And withs 
in a ſhoꝛt time after Captaine Thorneton came from Flo- 
rence ts Ligorne , where J was, who then tolde mee the 
Dukes diſpoſition to the full, and vpon what lecuritie A 
ſhould be deliuered: which ſecuritie J did ſodainely pꝛocure 
by an Engliſh Parchant, whoſe name was Puſter Wil- 


liam Mellyn, of Briſtow, who paſſed his Band fo2 fine hun ⸗ 


dꝛed Crownes fo the Due, faz the perfoꝛmance of the vop⸗ 
age by mee: Mhercupon J was ſodainely releaſed out of 
chaynes,to mp great reloyiing , giuing God thankes foz his 
bleſſings. Then was J pzeſentlp well apparrelled by Caps 
taine Thorneton, and this Barchant, wanting nothing 
whereof J was deſtitute: But within two oz thꝛæ daycs 
after J was ſent foz, by the great Duke, fa come vnto 
him to Archemeyne, Where then he continued, whither [0s 
daynely J repapred , and comming to the Dukes pꝛelence, 
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ec milerable Captiuitie c 
doing mp dutie, he ſaid vnto me, be of god comfkozt J haue gf- 
uen the grace, with thy liberty, neyther ſhalt thou want any 
thing foz the fitting of thy vopage, oꝛ needlul foz thy owne bo⸗ 

die, thercfoze ſpeake boldly, and demaund any thing that ſhall 
beneccfſary, and I will haue tha well fitted: foz the great 
Duke of Florence wants no monep. Then he demaunded of 
me further what J was in mine owne Countrep, whither J 
was a Gentleman oꝛ no. J anſwered his highnefſe J was: 
then he aſked me how 2 J told him my father was a Gentle⸗ 
man, and foz mp part J had ſerued my Nucene by Land and | 
by Sea, againſt the aducrſaries of my Quane and Coun⸗ ' 
trep, and had loſt mine olvne bloud, and ſpilt my enemies 
bloud: and next that J was a Gentleman by Art. Then the 
Duke anſwered and ſaid: Thou art a wozthy fellow, foz thou 
haſt indured much miſerie in this woꝛld. But tell me, quoth 
hes, with what ſubſtance of wealth cameſt thou out of thy 
Countrey : J anſwered with two purſes fall: Full ſaid he, ot 
what: J ſaid of Siluer and Gold, which J loft when J was 
taken by his Highnes Gallies, and the other full of Patience, 
which doth continue fall ſtill: Then ſatd the Duke ko one that 
ſtode by, giue him a hundꝛed Crownes to ſpend to ſtrengthen 
himſelfe, and bꝛing himſclfe to courage; thus did the Dake 
take delight in diſcourſing with me, in reſpect J ſpake the J- 
talian tongue very perfectly, ſoꝛ J bought it deere, with many a 
dꝛoppe of my bloud, in the time of my llauerie Then receiuing 
this hundzed Crownes, which the Duke had giuen me, J left 
his Court, comming pꝛeſently to Ligorne , where the Ship 
lap, indeauoꝛing of my ſelfe, by my labour, and induſtrie, foꝛ the 
fitting of all things neceſſary foz the god of the Uoyage, vpon 
the Dukes charge, beſides this hundꝛed Crownes : foz thep 
were giuen me to ſpend at my owne pleaſure, which J did, 
to the comfozt of many Engliſh men that lap in chaines, that 
were taken with mer: they wanted nepther meate noz dꝛinke 
as long as my money lafted, as many of them as were left a- 
lus, foꝛ of ſeuen and thirtie of vs that were taken at the firſt, 
there remapned then but thirteene, whereof tenne continued 
in chaines, and two were deliucrsd with me. By this time 
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all things were pꝛepared and made read 


ie foz the perfozmance 
of our pꝛetended Uopage,now being bound ts ſeruc in the gad 
Ship called the Santa Lucia, with a Frigot,and a Tartane, 
well victualled,and well manncd,and chiefcly bound fo the Ki⸗ 
ner of Amazones, with other ſeacrall Riuers, the which the 
Duke would haue inhabited, hoping koz great ſtoze cf gaine 
of Gold, but the Countries did affwzd no ſuch thing, as here⸗ 
alter (hail be ſpoken of. Upon this Wopage we were fourcs 
keene moncths, making little gaine, oꝛ benefit foz the Duke, 
foz there was nothing to be gatned. Now are we homewards 
bound, and recouering the ſtraits agaiae , # being within thꝛoe 
02 foure dapes ſaple of our owne Poꝛt, Ligorne: in the night 
ſeaſon we met with an Tngiuth Pirate, who would haue tas 
ken vs, but was not able, vet held vs fight all the whole night, 
and kild vs a man, and hurt other two: whereat one was an 
Engliſhman,who died within two d apes after we recouered 
Ligorne,and being dead J went to the Captains and demaun⸗ 
ded of him where he ſhould be buried, but he bad him goe aſig 
of one father Sherwood an Engliſhman, ſo he told mer that 
if be were a Romane Catholike they would burte him in the 
Church, but ik he were not, J ſhould buryhim out in the fields: 
But pet foz my better aſſurance J went and aſked of the Fri⸗ 
ers of the Milericordia, who alſo gaue their aduiſe , and coun⸗ 
ſell that he ſhould be buried in the flelds, becauſe he was no 
Romane Catholike, whereupon J buried him in this mans 
ner. 
J intreated the company of many Engliſhmen that were 
Pꝛoteſtants to helpe me to ſhꝛoud him, and alſs to accompany 
me to the burping of him, which they did in this manner. We 
pat him vpon a Beare, being ſhzowdved with a couering oucr 
him, and carried by foure men, many Engliſhmen that were 
Pꝛoteſtants followed him, bearing euerp man a bzanch of 
Roſemary in his hand to the place where we buried him, rcas 
ding ÞP;aycrs ouer him aſter the Engliſh manner. His name 
that was buried was Eraſmus Lucas, and bozne in Southwarke 
ntere vnts London, Z ws dates being ſpent after his buriall, 


I was ſought foz by an Italian Fryer,who finding of me, de⸗ 
C3 maunded 
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maunded of me my name, which pꝛeſently J told him, then he 
replied, thou art he that J loke foz, foz thou half buried a god 
Chztſtian, and a Romane Catholike out in the fielts , like to a 
Dog and a Lutheran as thou art thy ſelfe: theretoze Jchargs 


ther in the Dukes name to got along with mee, which tommand 
J durſt not denie, but went with him, where he bꝛought me bes 


foze thꝛee oꝛ foure aged Friers ofthe Inquiſition, #4 thepaſked 


ol me whether 1 were that Lutheran that buried a god Chꝛi⸗ 


frian in the fields,foz he was a Romane Catholike, ano conteſt, 
and receined the Dacrameont like to a god Chꝛiſtian, and theres 
foꝛe thou ſhalt be burned, foz thou haſt done contrary ts the 


Lalv of Rome, J anſwered that J had buried a god Chꝛiſtian, 


but not a Romane Catholike, neither was he confclt , noz re- 
teiued the Sacrament : they replied, if this be not true which 
thou haſt (aid thou ſhalt ſurely die foz it. Therefoze take him, 
and pat him into the ſecret ,- whither vnto J was bzought, 
which is a pꝛiſon in this manner: Pany double does being o⸗ 
pened, J paſſed thzough two oz the outward pꝛiſons then 
comming to the doꝛe ofthe ſecret, whereinto J was thzuft , it 
was ſo darke that Jcould ſie no part ef my body, then feeitng 


round about me with my hands, J found it to be very Gozt in 


length, e lefſe in bꝛeadth, but ol height J know not how high, 
beeauſs J could neither ſ& noꝛ feelethe top. In this place A was 
almoſt ouer ſhoes in the filth of other men that had died there 
befoꝛe, who neuer lincdabone eight oz ten datcs there at the 
moſt: Then wꝛapping one arme within another, and leaning 
againſt the wall, calling to minde lobs miſerics and Daniels 
afflictions amidſt the Lions, and incouraging my ſelfc in Gods 
mercy, ſung a Pſalme verpcherefuliy tothe pꝛaiſe and glozp 
of God, wherein J was greatly comfo2ted. Then. did J dzaw 
off my ſhoes and ſtockings, t with mp bare fete ſwept all the 
traſh and ſilth info one cozner. In this manner J liued foztie 
houres befo:e any ſleepe poſſeſt me, and then being deſirous of 
llcepe, ſate downe and leaned mp head againft the wall, and 
llept very ſoundly, being altogether comfozted/ with a linelp 
hspcin the Almighty God, that he would deliuer me(accozding 


to my truſt) as he had done befoꝛe. And when — 
would 
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would oppzeſſe me, then would J be moſt ioyfull, finding al-- 
wales an inward motion, ſaping, be of god comlozt, the Lozd 
will deliver the: In this manner I liued ſixtene daies, my fwd 
being bzead t water,and my lodging vpon the cold ones, and 
being yet aliue, they held it a miracle that J ſhould ling thcreſo 
long, ſaping , this Luthcrane hath a Lions heart, foz we nc- 
yer unew any to line aboue ten daics;wherfoze let vs haue him 
foath ta be examined. Then was J bꝛought befoze the high An⸗ 
quiſitioner, who demanded of me, whether he that J buried had 
receiued the Sacrament t conteſt, accoꝛding to the Romane oꝛ⸗ 
der oꝛ no, à anſwered no; he was a god Chꝛiſtian, but receiued 
notthe Sacrament, noꝛ was not confeſt,after the oꝛdex ołf Rome: 
then he ſaid that he was, by a Frier of the Melericordia, t theres 
foze thou ſhalt be burned. Then J intreated that J might but 
ſpeake, and he ſaid ſpeake on: then J aſked them this, whether 
ths Frier that confeſt him could ſpeak any Engliſh oz no, he ans 
fwered that he could ſpeake none: then tell me quoth J, how an 
Italian Frier (can conicfle an Cngliſhman ſpeaking no En⸗ 
glich, noꝛ the Engliſhman ſpeaking no Italian, noz other lan⸗ 
guage but his mother tongue: foꝛ pou know wel there muſk be 
no interpꝛeter in conte ſſton, ⁊ if the Sacrament were miniſtred 
vnto him, the houſe where he died can iuftifie it. Thenthe Anqui⸗ 
fittoner hearing this ſcratched his head, ſay ing, this fellow hath 
ſpoken the truth, wherfoze take him and put him out into a 
large pꝛiſon, whether J was bꝛeught, where J lined ten weeks 
being well, and often relieued by Engliſh Pꝛoteſtants, who 
reioyced much to ſæ me aliue. Theſemalicions Friers , there 
rsaſon wherefoꝛe they ſought my life was, vecauſe they wauld 
haue the dead mans pap to themſeln es, which if he had bane a 

Roman Catho lik had bin their due, z in reſpect he was not, they 
miſt of the pay , t of their wicked pzetencs agamſt me, (God A 
giue him thanks) by reaſon J could ſpeak the Italian tongue, ſoꝛ 
it Jhad'had an interpꝛeter in this, though mpcauſe was iuſt, vet 
J had ſurelp died. Ten weeks being ſpent in this pꝛiſon, it was 
the foꝛtune of one M Richard Row of Milbrooxe, in the countie 
at Cornwel, to ariue at Ligorne, in the god ſhip called the Portion 
he being owner t Parchant of the ſaid ſhip, one day comming 
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to the Pꝛiſon grate demaunded ol me what Countrer- man x 
Cit | was, J told him J was boꝛne in the Citie of Hereford, He aſs | 
| | - ked my name: anſwered William Dauies. Said he, know pou 
| one Paſter Dauies in Plymmouth. A ſaid J was an bnfoztue {| 
nate bꝛother of his. Mith that he was very ſoꝛely grieued, in 
reſpect he knew my bꝛother very well, and loued him dircalp. 
and told me if all the meanes that he could vſe could deliuer 
me, he would: therefoze ſaid hee, thinke with pour lelle, how 
J map deliuer pou, and J will be backe againe with pou with⸗ 
in theſe two oz thꝛ heures: whereupon he delinered me ſixe 
Crowes, and bid me ſpare foz no monep, ſoꝛ he knew my 
 bzother would repay it againe:then leauing me, J late downs 
and leaned my head vpon mp hand, ſetting my elbow vpon my 
kne, intreating my Almightie God, fo ſhew me ſome direc 
courſe whereby J ſhould be deltuered. Then pꝛeſently came ins 
to my head, to ſend foza Frenchman, in whoſe houſe J had al⸗ 
wates lapne befoꝛe, who pꝛeſently came vnto me, vnto whom 
J imparted my minde, telling of him that if he would faine a 
matter of debt againſt me, J would giue him ten Crownes 
foz his labour, though J ought him nothing: but he anſwcred 
and ſaid it was dangerous, foz it was a Gally⸗ matter, but J 
bowed it ſhouls neuer be made knowne by me: Mhereupon 
he gaue conſent, and went to the Gouernour and told him, that 
in the Pꝛiſon where debters are, there is an Cngliſhman 
who oweth me money, and we were agreed, then ſaid the Com⸗ 
mtffarie if thou art content, let him pay the charge ofthe houſe, 
and be gone: which charge J paid pzeſently, and was fred, de⸗ 
parting away with the Frenchman, and bꝛought him to 
Maſter Hunts houſe, the Engliſh Counſell, where J gaue him 
bis tenne Crownes.

many Gallies, and very god ſhipping, and continually great 


ſtoze of ſhipping rides befoze it , this Citie lies in the Land of 
Calabria, and is gouerncd by a Vic<-Roy, under the Ling of 
Spayne: alſo there are many Souldiers in Sarriſon, being all 
Spanfards. The King of Spayne maintayncs many Pentic- 
ners there. In this Citie they ſpeake ſcuerall Th:iſtian lan- 
guages, becauſe ther e are of all Nations in Chꝛiſt endome »nt 
pzincipally Italians, and Spanpards. The Ncopolitans are 
verp pꝛoud, and of a loftis ſpirit, being foꝛ the moſt part very 
rich, and coftlp attired, and moſt common iy well furniſhed in⸗ 
wardly with their Countrey diſeaſe. They are altogether Pa- 
piſts, and their women very audacious , eſpecially in the ſins 
full vſe of their bodies, bp reaſon they haue as well their pars 
don as pztuiledge from Rome. In this Citie it is verie dan- 
gerous fo walke by night, foz a man may ſodainly be kild 
foz the cloathes on his backe, whither he be poze oz Lich, In 
this place are a!wates great ſtoze of Parchants and Lidgers 
ol ſeuerall Countries, as (pectally Englich, Dutch, Greekes, 
Italiens, Aenetians, French, Spaniard, Jew, withmany other 
Chꝛiſtian Nations. The chiefe commoditie that theſe Mer⸗ 
chants deale in, is Raw-Silke,oz-Siike w2ought, epther into 
Sattens, Tatfities, Gzograms,and diuers other ſilke ſtutfes, 
Siltze ſkockings, Laces of all (o2ts,tGartcrs of ſeuerall ſorts, 
In this place J haue beene diucrs times, and neuer found any 
thing note⸗woꝛthy, but onelpy one, which was this, A mine 
vnderneath a great Mountaine about a mile oꝛ thereabouts in 
length. This vault was digged by the induſtrie of men foz a 
palTage from the Citie to an Aland called Nita, where all 
D dipping

ſpipping doth ſtop befoze they come to the Citie; The reaſon

Thꝛough this place J haue oft and many times paſſed : and 
thercfoze bpon mp owne knowledge A can aſſure what J haue 
wilden. 
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Ve Uuer of the Amazons lieth in the higheſt part of the 


Lnoland 1690 1 Wicft Indies, beyond the Cquinoctiall line; to fall with 
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this Niucr foꝛtie lcaguts from Land you ſhall haue eight, fire, 
and ſcauen fadome water, and pou ſhall ſe the Sea change to a 
ruddic colour, the water {Hall grow frech, by theſe ſignes you 
map run in boldly pont courſe, andcominingnere the Riners 
mouth, the depth of pour water ſhall increaſe, then pou fhall 
make diſcoucey of the tras befoꝛe the land, by reaſon the land 
is very low , and not higher in one place then another thꝛes 
te, being at a ſpꝛing tide almoſt all overflowne, God knowes 
now manp hundꝛed leagucs. It flowes much water there with 
a very fozcible tide. In this Rincr I continued ten Werkes, 
ſeeing the kaſhton of the people and countrey there: This 
Countrey is a.together full of woods, with all ſozts of wilde 
beaſts, as Lions, Beares, Molucs, Leopards, Babones, 
Urange Boꝛes, Apes, Monkies, Bartpns, Danquins, Pars 
moſctz,with divers other ſtrange beaſts; alſo theſe wods are 
{itil of witpertowle of all ſc2ts, and Parats moze plentifull 
then Pigeons in England, and as god meat, ko; J haue often

eaten of them. Alſo this Connfrey is very full of Riners, ha 
ting a King over euerp River, In this place is continnall tem- 
peſts as lighytniig, thunder, and rayne, and ſo extreame, that 
it continues moſt commonly ſirteene oz efghtiene houres in 
foure and kwentie. There are many ſtanding inaters un 
this Countrep,which be full of Aligators, Guiancs, with many 
other ſeuerall water Derpents, and great ſtoze of frech fiſh , 
of ſtrange faſhſons. This Countrey is ſull of Muskitas, twhich 
is a ſmall Fite , which much ofkends a Franger comming 
newly into the Tonntrey, The manner, faſhion, and na - 
ture of the people is this: They are aitogether naked both men 

and women, hauing not ſo much as one thice about them to co - 
uer any part of their nakedneſſe, the man taßeth a round Cane 
as big as a penn candle, and tino inches in length, thꝛeugh the 
which he puls the foze-ſkin of his yard , tying the ſkin with x 
peece of the rinde of a trœ about the bigneſſe of a ſmall packec- 
thꝛeed, then making of it faſt about his middle, he continneth 
thus fill he haue occaſton to vſe him. In each eare he weareth a 
Kd oz Cane, which he boꝛes thꝛough it, about the bigneſſe of 
a Swans quill. and in length halfe an inch, and the like though 
the mioſt of the lower lip: fo at the bidge ofthe noſe he hangs 
in a Need a ſmall glalſſe Bead oz Button, which hang ing dir ca⸗ 
ly afaze his mouth, flies to and fro ſtill as he ſpeaks. mherem hs 
takes great pꝛide and pleaſur e. He weares his havꝛe long. be. 
ing rounded betow to the nether part of his care, and cut ſhozt, 
oz rather as J iudged piucke bald on the crowne like 2 Frier 
But their women vſe no faſhion at ail to ſet fozth themſetues, 
but ſtartze naked as they were vozne , with haire long of their 
heads, alſo their bꝛeaſts hang very low. by reaſon they are ne⸗ 
nec laced oꝛ bꝛaced vp: they do gle to annovnt their bodies. hot 
men and women. with a kinde of red earth,vecauſethe Muski- 
tas a2 Flies ſhal nat offend them. Cheſe people arc very inge⸗ 
nious, crattie and freacherous , very light of fte, and 
god Bawemer , whoſe life J haue neuer ſene, foz they 
doe ozdinarily kill their owne fode, as Beaſts, Fowic, and 
Fiſh, the manner of their Sow and Arrowes is this. The

him: as fo2 the firſt, he walkes by the water toc, and when he 
hath ſpted a fiſh in the water, he pꝛeſently ſtrikes hun with his 
Arrow, and ſodatnly thꝛowing downe his Bow, he leaps into 
the water, ſwunming to his Arrow which he dzawes land 
with the fich faſtned toit, then hauing each kild his owne ſ@d, 
as well ficth. and fowle,as iſh, they meet together, to the num⸗ 
ber of fiſtie oꝛ ſirtie in a companp, then matic a fire aſter this 
faſhion: They take two ſticàes of mod, rubbing one hard as 
gainſt another, till ſuch time as they be fired, then making of a 
great fire cuerp man is his owne Coke to bꝛople that which 
he hith gotten. and thus they feede without Bꝛead oz Salt, oz 
any kinde of dzinke but Water and ZTobacco,nctther doe they 
know what it meanes : Intheſe Countries we conld finde nci⸗ 
ther Gold noꝛ Stluer Oarc, but great ſtoꝛe of Hennes. Foz A 
hanc bought a couple foz a Jewes Varpe, When they would 
refuſe ten ſlullings in money. This Countrep is full of deli⸗ 
ciois fruit, as Byncs, Plantins, Euaues and Potato rotes, 
of which fruits and rotes J w3nld haue bought a mans bur⸗ 
then fo: a g:alſe Batton oꝛ Bead. The manner of their lod⸗ 


ging is this: they haue a kinde of net made of the rinde ofa 


Tre which they cali Hæmic, being the fadome in length, 
and two in bꝛeasth. and gathered at both ends at length, then 
faſfning eyther c:10 fo a Tree, to the full length about a pars 
and halfe from the ground, when he hath deſtre to ſlepe, hee 
crepes vntoit The Ring of eucry Ktger is knowne by this 
manner He wears vpon his head a Crowne of Parats fea» 
thers, ot leuetal Aonts, h auing cyther about his middle, oz 
about his necùe chaine of Lyons teeth oz clawes, oz of ſome 
other range at, yauing a wo ben ſword in his hanb, and 
berebyis he knowne fo bs the King ; Oftentimes one King 
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warres againſt another in their Cmowes,which are Boats 
tut ont of a whole Tres, and ſometimes taking one another 
the Conquerers cates the Captines. By this time ten weeks 
were ſpent, and being homewards bound, but not the ſame 
way that we tame, fo we ſayled vnto the Kiucr befoze the 
winde, becauſe it blowes there continually ons way , which >

The Deſcription and diſcouery of Malta. 


Alta is a ſmall Jland, very famous, hauing two Cities from | 
bpon it called Terra-noua, and Terra-vecha being ſcituate „e "5 
very neere one another. This Jland is gouerncd by a great 
Maſter, who acknowiedgeth no Superiour vpon earth, but the - 
Pope to be Supꝛeame head of the Church. The great Maſter 2 
liues in Terra noua, which is a great Citie, i ping cloſe vpon the 
Sea, maxutitous ſtrona ly faztiũ ed and planted with Oꝛzdnance 
the like is not in Chꝛiſtendam fo the Turke hath oftentimes 
ſought to take it. with twa oz thaee hundzed ſayle of Tallics 
at a time, but pet was neuer able tg take any part of it. To 
this Jland doth there veiang Gallies, thaugh they be but few, 
to the number of fire 92 cight ſaple, and aiſo ſhipping, wheres 
with they doe much offend the Turke, taking of them very 
often, and making them lanes : In this Jland they hold the 
Nomiſh Religion, both men and women, their women are at- 
together laſciuious and !ewdip giuen, but there men are valt- 
ant, Gentlemen, and moꝛthy men at armes: they are of ail 
Nations of Chꝛiſtendome, ſpeaking gencralty all languages. 
alſo they haue aa ancient oꝛder of ianighthod, (woꝛne by the 
Ccoffe of Saint Ihn, which is a foꝛzked white Croſle which 
thep weare vpen their bꝛeaſts to be knowae to be Cauellers 
and Knights of Malta. The manner of their Dath of Wnight- 
hod4s this: that they hail neuer mart y, by reaſon they tail 
neuer haue Childzen legitimate ; foz there are many Losds 
D 3 and 
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and Noble men ſent thither by their Uncles to be Unigbted, 
becauſe they hall neuet marry , whereby after his death his 
lands ſhall'come fo his Ancles iſſue, yet they are ſuffercy to 
haue as many whozcs as they will. Another part of their oath 
is this. A Linight of Malta is ſwoʒne not to ſtand in place where 
two, thꝛee, oʒ fourc are vpon ons in fight, but to take the weaker 
part, 4 to fight to the laſt. Thep are ail of bold courage, deing 
to the number ok ftue thouſand oꝛ there abouts, in Malta and 
other Chꝛiſtian places: another part of their oaths is this, 
by Land oꝛ Sea, whether it be in ſhip oꝛ Gally, they are ſwozne 
to fncounter their aduerſaries, though they be thꝛe to one, and 
neuer to peeld oz flip awap, foz they are ſwoꝛne to fight it to 
the laſt mans death: The which oath thep perfoꝛme verp cou⸗ 
ragioufly, foꝛ they are Gentlemen of very great reſpc>,a1cy- 
ther will they euer fall out amongſt themſelues, being foꝛbid⸗ 
den by another part of their oath. As foz their maintenance, 
the poꝛer ſoʒt haue apention from the great maſter, which 
maintains him very gallant, and the richer ſozt line vpon their 
owne charge. One thing there ts range in that Jland, thoſe 
that are boꝛne without thecities ſpeak alfogether the Moriſco 
tongue, being altogether like Poꝛes. This Jland is verp plin- 
tifull and fruitful of all things, eſpecially, Wine, Cozne, ich, 
Fleſh,and Fruits, Theſe Knights are very mercifull,haning 
their adnerſaries pꝛoſtrate, greatly regarding their Dath,

T prus is a famous Jland ofthe Turks, hauing two Cities 
and many Townes vpon it; The chiekeſt Citie vpon it is 
Famagoſta: this Citie lies cloſe vpon the Sea, in low ground, 
being very ſtrongly foꝛtiſied walled about, and gouerned by 
Turkes, holding their owne Keligion, belieuing and confeſſing 
God the Father, and their Pꝛophet Mahomet, doing all things 
contrary to a Chꝛiſtian, pet though they dee not acknowledge 


Chꝛiſt to be the Son ot God, and a God, pet they ſap he > — 
zea

bzeath of God, and by the Jewes put to death, but they doe not 

belteue that he is riſen again. They hate a Jewaboue any nati⸗ 
on euen as they do the diuel, neither do they care to kill him, no 
moꝛe then thep doe a dog, oftentunes kilung them in the very 
ſtr &ts vpon the leaſt occaſton, it it be but foꝛ touching his gar⸗ 
ment as he paſſeth by him: yet their lues many Jewes in all 
parts of the Turkes domimons, but in this manner. They will 
ſuffer neither man, woman, noꝛ chile to plucke vp their 
ſhoes on their heele, if they be Jewes, but goc al wales ſlipſhos 
and barelegd, wearing a blacke cap vpon his head, and carrying 
of a buckram ſack vpon his ſhoulders empty, to ſhew that he is 
a Jew,+ aſlaue to the woz!d. Jn this Jland of Cyprus, without 
the Cities and Towns,the Countrey is inhabited by Craus, 
tining vaſſals to the Turks, paying tothe Turtze the tenth 
of all that they poſſeſſe, euen tothe tenth of their childzen , if 
they amount to that number, and that tenth chiide is Cir- 
cumciledand made a Zurke, recetuing an Olper a day from 
the great Turke fo: the firſt prers,and fo: the ſecond two, and 
koꝛ the third thꝛee, per diem, and ſa his pay increaſeth an Olper 
yeerely as he groweth in peeres, foꝛ he is choſen frem his in⸗ 
fancy to bea Souldier ofthe great Turkes, and (3 ſhall all his 
male childzen receiue the ie pay, and be Sculdiers to the 
Turke: their garments being welt ed about the nccke with a 
welt of purple ſilk, wherby they are zoon from sthers. This 
Oſper is the eleueuth of a ſhillmng Engliſh, So that at tweiitte 
pres of age he ſerues in the ũeld his pay being Wot) nintan 
pence a day, and ſo increaſing with his pres. Thts Jland ot 
Cyprus is very fruittail, hauing great itoze of fille warmes, 
which yx:deth them abundance of Silke. Ala this Jland 
yelds great ſtoꝛe of fruits cf ali ſoꝛts, and ſtoꝛ e of Catteſl of 
all ſozts: Zh:& ſozts o Beaſts this Jland peldes, which 
differ karre from ours in England, that is taiap , a 3u'- 
fella differs from ar Ore, their Crnmeis from our Dos 
ſes, aud their Shxpe from ours. The Butifz!!lz 1s a Bealt 
after the manec of an Oxe, but that he 1s bigger, and 
Not (a high, naz ſo is 13 as the talleſt of our Oxen, pet 
one ok them is as ſtrong as thꝛœ of dur Dei , fo; two 
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of them doe the labour of ſixe Oxen : their hoanes are flat, and 
at mid-day when they vſe to reſt them, they take them, and 
turne them into a water, where they will ſtand fog the ſpace 
of two houres couered quite oucr the backes in water, then 
will they poke them and woꝛke them as frelh till night, as 
they did in the Pozning, without any bayting at all. Their 
Cammeis is a meruailous tall beaſt, hauing a necke twiſe ag 
long as a Yo:(e, and a great bunch growing about the middle 
of his backe, as bigge as a pecke, hw is clouen foted, any 
his tayle little, and fo2 his trength he will carry as much 
on his backe as foure hozſcs , and contmue with his carrt- 
age on his backe thꝛesſcoꝛe houres without meat oz reff, J 
haue ſœne foure thouſand of them laden at one times with 
Merchandiſe going a verp dow pace, and nothing ſo faft as 
a Carriers hoꝛſe, yet will they continue that pace two dapes 
and two nights together, without any eating oz dzinking: 
and when they dee reſt and ſerde, it is but lender and veris 
little, in this manner: when they come to their reſting place 
they lye downe with their lading vpon their backes, Then 
the Hes 02 Turkes, put a Ball made of Date ſtones bea- 
ten, inte encrp one of their mouthes , the ponder of the 
ſconcs being compounded with Linſ@de Dple, and the white 
of Egges, which makes the Balls as hard as Stones, and 
thus they will liue and continue their trauaile ſixteene dapes 
and nights together, receluing the ſaid reſt and reliefec at e⸗ 
ucrp two dapes end. Their Sheepe are twiſe as bigge as ours 
fn England, but tn all faſhſons like our Sherpe, except the 
fapic, foz their tayles are meruatilons great, bzoad , and 
thiche, being very kat, koz J haue weighed many of their 
tayles flaped from the Butchers, and they haue waighed ten, 
eleuen, and twelue pound waight, and thꝛoughout all Bardarie 
and Turkie, they haue plenty of theſe beaſts, ano alſo all kind of 
beaſts that we haue in England. There liue manp Greekes 
n all parts th;oughout the Turkes Dominions, but in great 
bondage and pouertie: they are god Chꝛiſtians, abhozring the 
Idolatty of Rome, and obſeruing the ſame computation fo; 
Thziſtmaſſe and other fefttuals; that we dee in W 
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WViliam Datues Barbet->urgion of London. 

Alſo there are Jewes in all parts of Torkie and Barbary, 
and all parts of Chꝛiſtendome, England except ed: yet though 
they be thus diſperſed thzonghont moſt parts of the wo21d, li- 
wing in extreame lanery, yet ſhall pou not ſce one Jew begge 
his bzead, Due thing J haue greatiy maruelled at, that a 
Jew is reſpected moꝛe in Chꝛiſt endome, then with the Turks: 
fo; the Turks (as vou have heard) deteſts him abouc any 
Nation, tying him to a notable and knowne marke, oz manner 
of apparrell, and peelding him no Law oz right, eyther againſt 
Turke oz Chꝛiſtian: whereas, contrarywiſe, in Chziſten⸗ 
dome, he is tyod to no manner of wear e, but map goe in what 
ſhape he liſts: and foz Law, by reaſon of his wealth, hee hal! 
ſoner haue right dane to him then a Ch:itian : wherefo2e 
in mp minde, the Turke greatly in this condemnes the Po⸗ 
piſh Chꝛiſtian: foz it is an oꝛdinary ſaying with them, thas 
ik a Jew had put Mahomet fo death, nap, but touched the hem 
of his garment violently, they would not haue left one of the 
racs of them aline,noz yet any thing, oꝛ building vnraced, that 
might pzoenre their memozy, But in Ch:iſtendome they ar 2 
ſuffered to build Sinagoques , and to vſe their Religion pubs 
likely. But J beſeech the Almightie God that this our Land 
of — map neuer be defiled, epther by Pope, Turke, 
oz Jew. = |

great ſtoze of Fruit. This Jland is gouerned by a V zctoy, 

under the King of Þpaine : his chiefs abiding is at Paicrm?- 

02 Mcrcina, two famous Tittes, but his chieteſt reũdence is 

at Palerma. Chis City lyeth in low ground, hauing a Poun- 


n niert it, called Monta Pellagrunc. This Ettie is very 
| E popalous, 
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Etna, the pike of Teneriſfe a Douthward Jland, and many 


emiſerable Captiuitie of 
populous, being rich of Marchandize and wealthy Parchanfs. 
At this Citie J haue beene verp often in the time of inp ſla⸗ 
gerte in the Dukes Gallics. Alſo, nere this Citie there is a 
Tone called Trappany, in which Towne there fs a Monas 
ſtarie. wherein they affirme that the Jaiilar of Salt that Lots 
Wife was tyrned vato, comming out of Sodome is, hep 
pꝛoleſſe the Romiſh Religion through out this Jland both 
Men and Memen, (peaking the Italian tongue generally, as 
manp es be vbozne in the Jland, and are called Stcilhanes. Mers 
cina being another famous Citic, lyeth cioſe vpon the Sea, and 
ts ſcitnated vpon high ground, under the ſôte of a great 
Norntapne. This City is ltrongly foztified and planted with 
Oꝛdnance: als there ts great ſtoꝛe of Gallies and Shipping 
3cancing to this place, which doth much offend the Turhe, 
but chiefelp they are employed in Barchandize. Thts high 
Borntapne that hangs auer the Citie ts called Mungebella, 
and Tandeth ta the Tatt-part of this Jland, the top of it bury 
zung continually both night and dap, and by reaſon of the 
gercenclle of the fire.hath conſumed many Uillages. The rea» 
{on of this fire is a Bumſtone, oꝛ a Sulphure Mine, which be⸗ 
ing bigh, is as all men imagine) ſet a fire by the heste of the 
Sunne. as the Jland Strambula is, which continualip burneth:

Caſt and Meſt: the Nozth-fideof it very plealant, with 
great ſtozc of Gardens and Utnepards, and ſuch like: but ve- 
ry barrcn to the Douthward-ſtde, with great Rocks, Cliffs, 
and Bountapncs, which part is inhabited by pee G;urkics ; 
and alſo there are many ſmall Flands under theſe Cliffs, 
inhabited likcwiſe by Gꝛerkes, as Chriſtiana and Godza, with 
others maze, Theſe G:ekes line all tegether in bondage ts 
the Uenctians. The No:th-ſide of this Jland is inhabited 
by Italtans, and ſome Jcwes. There are two verp fapꝛe Ci⸗ 
ties: (viz.) Candia, and Acony, theſe Cities art inhabited 
molt with Aenctians, ſtronglp foztified and planted with 
Oꝛdnancte. Theſe Citics lpe right againſt the entring of the 
Arches of Appellican, which gocth ts Conſtantinople, where 
the Gzeat Turke confinucs, recciuing tribute of the Duke of 
Venice fo: this Jland, and other parts, foz the Urcnetian is 
fributary to the G:eat Turke. Alſo the Gzeat Turke keepes

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One Poneth in the yere, the Pen from each ſide of the 
Maine Land comes in their Canowes,ouer to the Jland,cuery 
Man matching himſelfe with a Woman, lining there a Mes 
neth : and what men Childzen they finde there, they carry as 
way with them; and the Woman Childzenthey leaue behinds 
with the Mothers. And this is their vis once a yere, where⸗ 
bp this Jland is altogether inhabited by Women, There is 
one thing moꝛe to be wondꝛed at, that J haue alſo ſcene, that is 
to ſay, very god Opſters and Puskles growing vpon tres, 
foꝛ I haue eaten mp part of many an hundꝛed of them. And 
fo2 your better vnderſtanding how they grow, you ſhall know 
that the Tres ſtand neere the Dea ſide, and at euerp full tyde 
the bowes hang into the Sea a fadome,oz a fadome and ahalfe, 
ſo that when the tyde goeth ont, they are foimd hanging in 
great cluſters vpon the bzanches, like Barnacles to the ſide of 
a ſhip, and at the comming in of the tyde, they receiue their 
moyſture, |
